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Teaching Farm Families 
How To Farm--And Live 


--[s Government Objective 


ENTERPRISE, Ala,.—Most Ala- 
bamians are familiar with the 
“yardstick” program of the TVA 
in North Alabama but few per- 
haps haye heard that another 
“yardstick” program of somewhat 
different nature is going forward 


in South Alabama, Unlike the 
electric power “yardstick’’ pro- 
gram of the TVA, however, the 


South Alabama program aims at 
measuring the benefits that may 
be obtained by teaching farm fam- 
ilies how to farm—and how to live, 

Another federal agency, the Re- 
settlement Administration, is car- 
1ying forward this Coffee County 
project. And a native of neigh- 
boring Geneva County, W. L. Me- 
Arthur, Auburn-trained and with 
experience in modern farming 
practices, heads the county-wide 
program as project manager, 

“To start at the beginning,’’ Mr. 
McArthur said, “it might be well 
to point out that Coffee County 
was perhaps the hardest hit of any 
section of the State, Seventy per 
cent of the farmers in the county 
were tenants and the average 
schooling, counting even the city 
population, was only three and 
one-half years, Such a setup was 
certain to bring distress when the 
market for cash crops collapsed, 

“During the depression the Fed- 
eral Land Bank obtained through 
foreclosures some 60,000 acres of 
Coffee County land, The old Ala- 
bama Relief Administration took 
up the task of aiding destitute 
farmers in Coffee County and laid 
the groundwork for the present 
program of the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration, After the RA took 
charge in July, 1936, it was learn- 
ed that only about 20,000 acres 
of the total were suitable for prof- 
itable farming. The remainder is 
marginal or sub-marginal, 

‘In the short time we have been 
operating, we have constructed, 
remodeled or have under way 149 
houses for farm families, Most of 
these units are on two-horse farms 
of about 120 acres, about half un- 
der cultivation. A few one-horse 
farms are included and some larger 
farms. We are aiming at even- 
tually building houses that will 
sell around the $1,000 mark. 

“Let me emphasize right here 
that the RA is not building fine 
homes, filling them with expensive 
furnishings and then turning them 
over to clients. The land still all 
belongs to the government and the 
clients merely rent them, And the 
homes béing built are comfortable 
but not pretentious. Eventually 
some plan may be worked out for 
the farmers who make good to buy 
their places, but thus far we are 
just trying to find out what these 
farmers can do with a little help, 
education and guidance, 

“Rarmers accepted as clients by 
the RA must prove themselves 
worthy of help or they do not last 
long with us. We expect them to 
show some inclination toward im- 
proving the places, to plant, veg- 
etable gardens, to fence the prop- 
erty, to raise chickens, to develop 
hog pastures and raise hogs, and 
to plant more than one money 
crop. 

“After a farmer is accepted as 
a client by the RA, he has the 
privilege of borrowing money to 
get his start. Last year we loan- 
ed an average of about $300 to 95 
farmers with which they bought 
work stock, implements, seed and 
fertilizer, The best evidence that 
our program is succeeding, even 
after such a short trial, is that 
88 per cent of these loans were re- 
paid, The total repaid would have 
been perhaps 95 per cent had we 
not allowed some of the farmers 
to carry over part of their loans 
and thus reduce the amount they 
needed to borrow this year. This 


year, with more clients on our 
units, we have made 112 loans, 
but the total loaned is consider- 
ably less than last year, Some 
of those who borrowed last year 
made enouh to pay back their 
loans and finance themselves the 
second year,” 

Through the efforts of Mr, Me- 
Arthur & smoothly working coop- 
erative program for aiding Coffee 
County farmers has been worked 
oul, with four other agencies lend- 
ing their assistance in the coordi- 
nated program, The Alabama Ex- 
tension Service, through Hugh D, 
Sexton, county agent, and Miss 
Mamie B, Mathews, home demon- 
Stration agent; Health Officer H, 
T., Donovan, the Coffee County 
Board of Education, and the voca- 
tional agriculture and home eco- 
nomics division of the State De- 
partment of Education all are 
working with the RA in the Cof- 
fee County project. Once a month 
representatives of all cooperating 
agencies meet, to discuss progress 
and lay plans for further service, 

Farmers are being taught how 
to terrace their lands to prevent 
soil erosiou, and the RA has two 
terracing outfits busy all the time, 
Crop rotation, use of soil building 
crops and other sound farming 
practices are being taught both 
by the RA and by County Agent 
Sexton and his staff. Preparation 
of proper foods, home improve- 
ment and other practices that 
make the home more livable are 
being taught farm women by the 
RA and Miss Mathews and her 
staff. 

Through the State Department 
of Education, boys and girls are 
learning how to be better farmers 
and better citizens than their par- 
ents. And health and sanitation 
are being promoted through the 
cooperation of the county health 
officer, 

This Summer the RA expects 
to establish 10 canning plants at 
rural schools where farm women 
will be aided in canning vegetables 
and fruits to carry forward their 
“live-at-home” program. Also pro- 
posed for the county are two model 
high schools to be built by the 
RA and a county educational and 
health center to be located at En- 
terprise. 

“The objective of the Cotree 
County program is to try to help 
the man operating the farm to do 
a little better by himself and his 
family,” Mr. McArthur said, ‘This, 
of course, means that the attitude 
of the man must be favorable 
toward what we are trying to do. 
We have had some few already 
that have been rank failures, but 
the big majority of those we have 
tried to help indicate by their re- 
Sponse that they are anxious to 
learn how to improve their lot.”

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FORTY-FIVE COUNTIES HAVE 
CLOSED THEIR ALMSHOUSES 


The regular session of the 1935 
Legislature passed a law which 
allowed the governing bodies with 
the permission and approval of the 
State Department, of Public Wel- 


fare to close their almshouses, 
Forty-five counties have closed 
their almshouses and ten of the 


remaining twenty-two are in the 
process of closing—that is, have 
closed admissions and are gradu. 
ally placing their present inmates 


in homes outside of the alms- 
houses, 
A survey of the almshouses 


made by the Department of Wel- 
fare in November, 1935, revealed 
that 68 per cent of the almshouse 
population of the State was above 
65 years of age and therefore 
was qualified for old age pensions 
if and when removed from the 
almshouses, It also reveaied that 
the average per capita cost of up- 
keep of these almshouses was es- 
timated to be more than $20 per 
month, 

The counties could, by divert- 
ing the appropriations for the 
almshouses to the county depart- 
ments of public welfare, receive 
for the aged group $3 for $1—one 
State dollar and two Federal dol- 
lars. This enabled the county de- 
partments to provide for the per- 
sons removed from the almshouses 
and also gave them funds to pro- 
vide for an additional number of 
needy aged people, For example, 
one county which closed its alms- 
house and made the almshouse ap- 
propriation of $500 per month to 
the County Department of Public 
Welfare was enabled from the 
State and Federal funds received 
for matching the local fund to 
take care of 30 inmates of the 
almshouse placed in their own 
homes and in the homes of rela- 
tives and friends, and in addition 
to grant financial assistance to 90 
aged persons and 105 dependent 
children, 

Sixty-five per cent of the re- 
moved former inmates of alms- 
houses have been placed in their 
own homes or in the homes of rela- 


tives. The other 35 per cent have 
been placed in the homes of 
friends. The former inmates of 


closed almshouses are constantly 
visited by representatives of the 
county departments of public 
welfare,

BAY MINETTEH, Ala,—One per

to crop suffered an estimated $1,- 
000,000 loss, and extensive damage 
was done to highways as torren- 
tial rainstorms swept Baldwin 
County over the week-end, 

Henry Zaruba, 17-year-old farm 
worker, drowned when a truck he 
was driving overturned near Sum- 
merdale and was swept into a 
ditch,

Potato growers predicted bright 
sunshine would badly blister the 
plants after the rain, 

The water washed out a bridge 
on U, S. Highway No, 90, be- 
tween Mobile and Loxley, while 
800 feet of the same highway, be- 
tween Robertsdale and Pensacola, 
Fla,, were damaged, 

The road between the Bay 
bridge head and Point Clear on 
the eastern shore ot Mobile Bay 
was washed out in many places.

The platform was adopted at a 
meeting of the committee, at 
which SS, M. Tharpe, Baldwin 
County superintendent, was elect 


ed to succeed Paul H, Munro, who! 


has been appointed superintendent 
of schools at Columbus, Ga 

In addition to seeking the ap- 
pointment of superintendents, the 
platform will ask that a State 
wide plan for the retirement of 
teuchers be enacted, that teachers’ 
nights in holding’ a position be pro- 
tected by tenure laws, and that in- 
definite contracts with teachers be 
abolished, 

The program will also work for 
higher qualifications for both 
teachers and superintendents, said 
Frank Grove, executive secretary

It will demand a scientifie reor- 
ganization of tax laws and will 


urge & continuation of the policy 
of car-marking revenue for school 
finances, he added. 

The program will oppose exten- 
tion of homestead exemptions to 
include county and local levies, and

rang out as the ship plunged from 
its low altitude, 

The ground crew of sailors, 
which had been standing by to 
help the ship, scattered before the 
blinding flare of the explosion, One 
sailor later said he saw three 
bodies removed from the stern of 
the ship, all horribly burned be- 
yond recognition. 

Even after the first stunning ex- 
plosion sent the ship crashing, ad- 
ditional blasts continued to rend 
the Hindenburg’s silvery bulk. 
Spectators sobbed hysterically at 
the abrupt disaster which the Hin- 
denburg had ended her maiden 
1937 trip to America. Wighteen 
trips had been planned this year. 

Army trucks and ambulances 
rushed to the tangled, burning 
wreck to succor those who had es- 
caped with their lives. The body 
of one woman, presumably a pass- 
enger, was picked up from the 
lunding’ field. 

Within a few moments after the 
explosion, and the blowing flames 
that mushroomed out immediately 
the twisted metal frameworx of 
the dirigible sprawled on the 
ground, 

More than an hour after the ex- 
plosion, which occurred at 6:20 
p.m, (Eastern standard time}, the 


wreckage was still blazing with a] 


huge dark cloud of smoke visibie 
in the darkness of the airfield 

Those on the ship who survived 
were so stunned by the unexpected 
Gisaster they could not tell what 
had happened. “There was a hiind-
